wisdom of destroying the product of 
the soil so that men must pay more 
for the shirt on their back—but they 
cannot debate the abandonment pro- 
gram as an emergency measure. 


American export markets are shot 


to pieces. Our own utmost capacity 
to absorb cotton is 9 million bales a 
year. With all the strenuous efforts 
to bent down this ycar-s crop, we must 
find some place in the bankrupt mar- 
kets abroad to sell 3 1-3 million bales 
from the current crop, not to mention 
the millions of bales of surplus cotton 
still on hand from past years. 


Clearly we are going to have con- 


trolled cotton production for several 
years to come. But next year the ar- 
rangements will be made in time to 
stop excess planting, so plowing-up

Legislators Are 


Believed Eligible 


Ben Carter Denies Tem- 


porary Employment 


Is "Office" 


LITTLE ROCK—Holding that the 


13 members of the legislature who 
have been appointed to positions with 
the Home Owners Loan Corporation 
by the Federal Home Loan Banlt 
Board in Washington, D. C., arc not 
ineligible under the state constitution, 
Representative Ben E. Carter of Miller 
county, attorney for the Home Own- 
ers Loan Corporation in his county, 
Monday issued the following state- 
ment in part: 


"Employment as county appraiser 


'or county attorney is not an office. 
The question of what is an office and 
who is an officer has been before our 
court several times. In Rhoden vs. 
Johnson, 121 Ark. 317, the court held 
that the position of road overseer in 
Conway county was not an office but 
a mere employment. 


"Following decisions of Chief Justice 


Marshall of the United States Supremo 
Court, our court reld 
that an office 


must include the idea of tcnuse, dura- 
tion, emoluments and duties, all pre- 
scribed by the law creating the of- 
fice. Where the statute providing for 
the employment prescribes no definite 
tenure of office, and docs not fix the 
pay nor the duties, thon there is no 
office. In Middleton vs. Miller coun- 
ty, 134 Ark. 514, the court held that 
the position of county health officer 
was not an office. The court pointed 
out that he took no oath, made no 
bond, that the statute did not pre- 
scribe his duties nor his pay. It was 
not 'an office with duties and com- 
pensation definitely fixed by law."

is L. F. Monroe, Washington and Hope 
attorney, Hempstead county repre- 
sentative, who also is Hempstead at- 
torney in charge of passing en titles 
to property submitted to the Home 
Owners Loan Corporation.

"These two institutions work hand 


in hand—the corporation being tran- 
sient and designed to relieve pressing 
and unusual needs, and the bank be- 
ing permanent and designed to make 
provisions for current and continuing 
needs. 


"Third, they can aid in developing 


the federal savings and loan associa- 
tions now about to be organized by the 
board, and thereby increase the avail- 
able capital and lessen the load to be 
carried by the corporation as member- 
ship in one of those associations gives 
access to the rediscount facilities of 
the Home Loan, banks." 


The Home Owners Loan Corpora- 


tion has $2,000,000,000 in 18-year 4 per 
cent bonds, the interest guaranteed by 
the government, which it will trade to 
mortgage holders for their mortgages 
on small homes.

Massacre at Havana 


HAVANA, Cuba.—In answer to the 


nation-wide clamor for his rcsigna- 
ion, President Gcrardo Machado by 
Morales Monday night by authority 
of congress withdrew citizens' consti- 
tutional rights and threw martial law 
over the whole of Cuba. 


But in clashes which began before 


the official decree, 20 persons were 
killed, 166 wounded and 491 jailed. 


Before 5 o'clock when congress met 


in a joint extraordinary sessions, tens 
ol thousands of citiz*n& had: gathered 
in front of the national capitol. Many 
were there in response to false re- 
port over the radio that President 
Machado was resigning or had re- 
signed. They were waving Cuban and 
American flags and cheering. 


A section of the crowd,' estimated 


at 50,000 moved away and advanced 
toward the palace, Machado's officia 
residence. They were met with rounds 
.of machine gun fire directed by sol- 
diers stationed on top of the palace 
Victims fell by the scores. 


Meanwhile congress was granting 


the president's requests for dictatoria 
powers. At 7, the president declarec 
that a state of civil war exists. By 
the military had replaced civil auth- 
orities. Infantry, artillery and cavalry 
were patrolling Havana 
and 
other 


cities of the island. 


Celebration Starts 


When the radio report inspired by 


the A. B. C. society went out that 
President Machado had asked 
con- 


gress for an indefinite leave of ab- 
sence, citizens accepted it for the 
truth and thronged into the streets to 
celebrate. The report had been cur- 
rent since early afternoon. A crowd 
of immense proportions marched up 
the Prado yelling "vivas." It had been 
stated that Machado would leave the 
country. 


At the capitol where a strong police 


detachment was on duty, no hostile 
demonstration was made. From the 
capitol the crowd went to Central 
park where an Oppositionist orator 
delivered a harranguc from the base 
of the statue of Jose Marti, Cuba's 
George Washington. 


At this moment soldiers on duty at 


the presidential palace, three blocks 
away, opened machine gun fire while 
other machine guns manned by po- 
lice and placed on central streets lead- 
ing to the palace, raked the crowds 
marching on the palace. Wounded 
crowded into the American embassy, 
seeking refuge, and the place was 
converted into a huge hospital. Am- 
bassador Sumner Welles at the time 
was in the Hall of Congress. Other 
persons were killed throughout the 
city. Random shooting was heard in- 
to the night from all directions.

Mr. Rooksberry has been designated 


from Washington as state re-employ- 
ment director for Arkansas under the 
National Recovery Act and will begin 
his duties as soon as the new relief 
board completes its organization. 


The re-employment director, in co- 


operation with the state relief direct- 
or, will name local re-employmentS, 


committees throughout the state, con- 
sisting of about five members, one of 
whom tHuatbe a member of the local 
relief committee. 


The function of the re-employment 


director will be to see thtat as many 
persons as possible heretofore sup; 
ported through the emergency relief 
organization be transferred to employ- 
ment rolls of public works projects. 
He wil laet as co-ordinator between 
the state relief organization and the 
Public Works Administration.

ALL SUPERINTENDENTS: 
Dear Sirs:— 


We sent you a copy of the code as i'iled in 


Washington. 
This was accepted with some 


changes, which we will get to you in the next day 
or two. In the meantime, beginning with today 
Monday, your minimum wage scale will be 2()c 
per hour, except women, which should be 5c per 
hour less. As I understand it, your night, watch- 
men and clerical force will be worked in the usual 
way but your night watchmen are to get a mini- 
mum of $14.00 a week. This price affects towns 
with from 2500 to 250,000 population. At Mem- 
phis and New Orleans the minimum for night 
watchmen will be $14.50 per week. 


You are not to work anybody over forty-eight 


hours a week except the watchmen, engineers, 
firemen, maintenance men and such of your cler- 
ical force as receive a salary equal to $35.00 a 
week or more. 


As noted above, the minimum will be 20c per 


hour but I would suggest that any employees that 
are now getting 20c per hour or more that you in- 
crease their wages lO^f. In other words, if your 
block crew is now getting 20c per hour pay them 
22'/:>c; if some of them are getting 25c per hour 
pay them 27 i/jc and so on. You are not to reduce 
anybody's pay. 


When you get a copy of the agreement as filed 


read it carefully—familiarize yourself with it and 
obey it to the letter.
